GLORIETA, N. M. (BP) — The 
Southern Baptist Home Mission Board 
meeting here discontinuéd its ‘“‘com- 
mittee on national crisis’? appointed 
following the adoption of “A State- 
ment on the Crisis in the Nation” by 
the Southern Baptist Convention in 
1968. 

“There is still a crisis in our na- 
tion, fhe committee told the board. 
“We have far from finished the job.” 
The committee felt, however, that 
the Home Mission Board should con- 
tinue to relate to. critical natiohal pro- 
grams and standing committee. 

Sugzesting-— that. its responsibil- 
ity. could best be implemented through 
the agency's programs and standing 
committees, the crisis committee re- 
quested that it be discontinued. , 

“The Home Mission Board and the 
Southern Baptist Convention must 
continue to express themselves in 
Meaningful and innovative avenues 
of service and ministry if the contri- 
buting factors to crisis situations are

to ever be permanently remedied,” 
chairman Harper Shannon of Dothan, 
Ala., reported. 

The action authorized the mission 
board administration to make a staff 
group responsible -for including ap- 
propriate responses to critical nation- 
al problems. 

In its final report to the agency, the 
committee, reviewed its three - year 
effort toward easing national crises.” 

Immediately. following-the action 
by the conyention in Houston, the 
committee issued a statement drafted 
by Executive Secretary Arthur B. 
Rutledge to explain the biblical. basis 
for the § *3 . oe oe > ~ Fr wy ye 
“This preamble made a significant 
contribution,” the committee said, 
“to a more adequate understandifig 
of the motivation and purpose behind 
the adoption of the crisis statement.” 

The staternent adopted by the con- 
vention in Houston in 1968 began by 
stating: ‘Our nation is enveloped in a 
social and cultural revolution. We

are shocked by the potential for an- 
archy in,a land dedicated to demo- 
cracy and freedom.-There are: omin- 
ous sounds of hate and violence 
among men of unbelief and rebellion 
toward God. These compell Christians 
to face the social situation and to 
examine themselves under the judge- 
ment of God.” 

The statement concluded with four 
Fecommeéndations, including one 
which requested the SRC.Home Mis- 
sion: Board ‘‘to take the leadership in 
working with the convention agencies 
concerned with the problems related 
to this crisis... .”

literally jammed and packed with 
people. Imagine an apartment com- 
plex housing 56,000!

Its free 
access to all of the Orient makes it 
perhaps the shopping center of the 
Far East. Thus the traffic in-and out 
.of Hong Kong is extremely heavy. 
What a strategic place to have an ef- 
fective: witness for our Lord!

‘The Foreign Mission Board is carry- 


ing on an excellent ministry there 
through a staff of seventy-six mission- 
aries, fifty-six Baptist churches with 
a membership of 40,000.
